Bob Wilson (R., Calif.) and hoped this could be arranged for next week. 
Latimer said Wilson was out of town but he would try to set this up with 
Boland. 


4. (Unclassified - DFM) LIAISON Received a call from Jean 
Evans, Senate Select Committee on Intelligence staff, who I had 
previously asked to check with the Senate Governmental Affairs Committee 
to test their reaction to our not complying with a GAO survey of Executive 
Branch auditing programs. Evans said he would not be able to contact the 
person he wanted to on the Committee, as he was out of town, but instead 
he had talked to Bill Miller, Staff Director, Senate Select Committee on 
Intelligence, Miller has suggested that this problem be handled by sending 
the paper to the Select Committee if there are security considerations and 
requesting them to handle it under S. Res. 400. Alternatively, we should 
meet with the Staff Director of the Subcommittee on Reports, Accounting 
and Management, which requested GAO to do the survey, and explain our 
problem to him. Evans informed me the Staff Director of the Subcommittee
